Like other leaders before him, 
Begin has hardly bothered with 
the grooming of heirs, perhaps 
even viewing potential successors 
as challengers: So far, he has not 
given the nod to any one. His 
elogoness to his old ‘fighting 
tamily"* comrade Halm Landau is 
noticed. Landau, however, la a 
highly unlikely choice, eapecially 
in view of the very slim margin by 
which he was elected minister, 
despite the Prime Minister's all 
out backing. 

“The fighting family," as one 
veteran Herut activist explained 
to The Post, ‘due to a purely 
biological process, is no longer 
what It used to be. The ‘family' is 
ageing and slowly disappearing. 
Its influence ig steadily 
dwindling." 

The feeling is that Begin will not 
be able to evade the problem 
much longer, The slower he ip 
about picking an heir, the 1888 
chance that helr will have to win 
acceptance inside Herut. 

Meanwhile, the fietd is crowded 
with potential successors, A man 
mentioned as possibly an heir 
himself, given a certain political 
constellation, and certainly a 
king-maker, !s Knesset Speaker

As 
300n as these certificates are ob- 
tained the family of the deceased 
can turn to the burial society which 
then proceeds with arrangamants 
for the funeral. {Realizing the shock 
and anxiety that accompany the 
Passing of a loved one, many of the 
larger chevrel kadisha usually make 
these arrangements for the family

4) lf there Is any doubt about how 
the deceased diad (far example. if It 
is established that daeth came 
about by unnatural causes), then Θ᾽ 
Certificate from the police is also . 
required before burial can proceed. 
Such cases happen when the doc- 
tor who caries out the examination 
to establish death cannot discover 
the reasons for death. He may 
racommend an autopsy, on tha 
grounds that it is medically impor- 
tant. If he procsads with this rae- 
quast he needs a further two doc- 
tors to certify the nead for the 
autopsy. This practice — which is 
writen up in the statute book 
(1963) — has aroused great op- 
position, especially among the 
Orthodex where such post-martam 
examinations are considered 
violations of Aafacha. A request to 
Stop such an examination can be 
made to the polica. At the moment, 
however. the statute book ruling 
means that the law is against up- 
holding such requests in the light of 


“the doctors’ certification. Certain 


amendments hava been made 
recently; however. according to 
Torsh observant Jews thease 
Modifications are not enough and 
only the rescinding of sutcpsias 
altogether will suffice.

‘This is the title of an enigmatic ahow 
of large black and white drawings and 
a theatrival installation by R. YORAM 
MEROSBH, a young Israeli artist living 
In Hamburg since 1976, the year he 
graduated from the Bezalel Academy. 

After reading litorary extracts from 
the scanty catalogue accompanying 
the show, one assumes that one is be- 
ing tested by a form of protest art and 
confronted by visual anagrams born 
of a political ideology based on futility, 
monotony and Indecision. 

Formally, Merose’s drawings are 
composite pictures in which he has ac- 
cumulated and sketched a great deal 
of very personal and technical text- 


; book reference materia]. Having been 


offered these naturalistic and 
schematic renderings, which are ex- 
panded upon by descriptive phrases, 
the viewer is thrown into complete 
confusion by not being able to unders- 
tand thelr “logical” associations or 
aocial documentation. In terms of con- 
tent, the displays are so acutely in- 
dividualistio that they border on the 
secretive. It seems that Merose 
deliberately evades basic issues, 

aferring to rer.ain underground: 
‘he drawing quality itself conforms 
(whether he likes it or not) to a free- 
wheeling manneristic style in which 
gesture and smudge support self- 
indulgent ingredients that echo the 
early works of Hockney, ἘΠ᾽ and 
Boshier. ν᾿ 

Fo observe the Installation one 
enters a darkened room in which two 
small puppets, filuminated by baby 
spots, face each other at opposite ends 
of the enclosure. Representing the 
“Weat" is a puppet with all the advan- 
tages, He sits on a raised platform, as 
if holding court, surrounded by the 
names of geographical locations, 
while hls mechanized arm waves 8 
flag in a matter of fact, apolitical, 
fashion.
